Park held a simulated emergency drill 
in the City Hall, Wednesday, February 
7. ‘Included were representatives and 
workers from all City Departments, the 
Red Cross, the County Office of Emer- 
gency Services and PAARA, The drill 
was based on severe flooding caused by 
protracted heavy rains, 


Amateur representation was by Bob, 
W6BFH who was guided by the results of 
the January SET, One service that was 
found desirable was a link between the 
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command post and the outside world—be~ 
yond 2~meter range. It will probably .

The City is installing a coax run to 
the outside of the building and will in- 
stall a base socket for a supplied 20ft 
mast for 2-meters, Not high but prob- 
ably adequate for our use, and can be 
extended if necessary, It is consider= 
ed that a 75 or 40 meter dipole could 
be strung from the mast for HF oontact 
with RACES nets.
